Most people do not realize how much of 
their lives are controlied through the fears they 
have developed, Most of these fears are need- 
lessly grown through habits of thinking, devel- 
oped from the influences of environment. As 
far as we can ascertain at the present, the new 
born baby has only two in- 
herited fears; one, a fear of 
loud noises, and the other a 
fear of falling. All other 
fears are what we now know 
as “conditioned” fears, or 
fears which have been learn- 
ed and these make up 998 out 
of a thousand fears we en- 
tertain. 

What a wonderful world 
we would be living in if we 
could all by some magic lose 

It is the fear of what you

these extra fears! 
think is going to happen that causes the most 


trouble. Of course, distressing things such as 
failure, sickness, and various disasters do occur, 
but the trouble is we poison ourselves mentally 
by fear of things which do not happen a thous- 
and times more than we need to. 

It is wise to use judgment in deciding all of 
the actions of our lives, but such caution should 
never be allowed to develop into a fear. 

I assume that most of my readers follow this 
daily column because they wish to have health 
more abundantly. Most of you realize that fear 
of disease is really an important factor which 
also causes disease and yet many will be sur- 
prised to know that there are even more im- 
portant fears which affect health and leave their 
unmistakable mark in physical disorders. 

It has been found that fear of FAILURE is 
the greatest of these, and at least 75 per cent of 
those examined psychologically have this 
failure Ts he course, this may refer to failure 
in health, or failure in business, finances, love, 
success, etc. 

Other important fears are fear of the dark, 
fear of being alone, fear of drowning, or fear of 
animals. Some people fear they will be mis- 
understood, while others fear they are losing 
mental control. 

Constant and continued fear affects the 
glands such as the adrenals; interferes with 
digestion, and is usually associated with dis- 
tressing nervous symptoms. It robs the body 
of health and destroys happiness. 

If you have been made miserable by fear it 
will be encouraging to find that any kind of fear 
is needless and you can un-learn it. You are 
afraid because you have learned to fear a cer- 
tain situation. You can learn to build up cour- 
age to take the place of the fear. However, it 
is a good plan to obtain the help of a psycholo- 
gist or psychiatrist at the beginning, as these 
men thoroughly understand how fears are de- 
veloped and how to banish them 

It is also necessary to build up good health, 
for most of the people who develop fears have 
also a toxic condition of the body and the 
simple step of removing these poisons will do a 
great deal of good.

The power trust attorneys found 
a Red-baiting jud)e who was 
willing to sanction this racket. To 
make it look more respectable, 
they came to court in company 
with a Democratic lawyer, none 
other than my venerable oppon- 
ent, Isidore Dockweiler, attorney 
for the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
But the animus of the procedure 
was indiscreetly revealed by Mr.
